NEAR CREMATION 


Had Narrow, Thrilling Escape From 
Burning Coal Mine, Where Flames 


Still Roar, at Monongahela. 


FORTUNATELY IO~irL011 OCCURRED 


| Scene at Mouth of Darr Mine Where Two Hundred Dead <• 


Bodies Are Still Hidden 
| 


Pittsburg. Dec. 23.—That one hun- 


dred men narrowly escaped cremation 
In the Schoenberger Coal mine at 
Bafrd station, thirty miles from here, 
wh'en fire broke out in the mine yes- 
terday became known today. 


There are generally four hundred 


men employed in the mine, but recent- 
ly the force was reduced. 


Fortunately the fire was not accom- 


panied by an explosion or another 
mine disaster would have been record- 
ed in this vicinity. 


The fire occurred suddenly, from 


electric sparks, it i/ ^Vlleved, and 
spread with great rapidity. The hun- 
dred men were compelled to flee for 
their lives. 
All night a bucket bri- 


gade fought the flames but no progress 
was made. Today preparations were 
made to flood the mine. The loss will 
be heavy. 


MANY BODIES BROUGHT OUT. 


Jacobs, Creek. Pa., Dec. 23.—At noon 


today 53 bodies had been recovered 
from the Darr mine. Twenty bodies 
were loaded on coal cars several miles 
back In the mine and are expected to 


be brought to the mouth of the mine 
within a few hours. 
A majority of 


them are mere fragments of broken 
bones and burned flesh. 


Searching 
parties working under 


great difficulties, are. penetrating the 
mine slowly and it is said the entire 
mine will 'be explored by Tuesday 
evening. Scenes of desolation are in 
evidence 
everywhere and

cases the necessities of life are sarlly | 
lacking. 
Not-with-standing the stench 
from 


decayed bodies and odor of dis-in feet- 
ants, hundreds of persons are standing 
about the mine today in several feet 
of mud and slush. 


Coroner Wynn said today: 
"I will 


see that every effort and opportunity 
are given 
to identify 
the dead. 
I 


should not be surprised if less than 
one-half are not identified." 


The unidentified bodies were placed 


in a large tent near the mine today 
and from 9 a. m. to 3 p. m. daily, 
friends and relatives will be allowed 
to view the bodies. Reports that dis- 
order occurred yesterday necessitating 
the drawing of fire arms by the squad 
of state police were without founda- 
tion.

Merely Tying Up African 


Native to Flagstaff to 


Die is Easier. 


Berlin. Dec. 23.—Ex-Governor Horn, 


ot Togoiand. was today sentenced to 
pay a fine of $75 and costs and to be 
transferred to another post for the ill- 
treatment of a native in Togoland in 
1903. The charge against Horn was 
that he caused the death of a native 
r.amed Zedu by having him bound to 
a flagstaff and leaving him there with- 
out food or drink 
for t*6"^01^ 
hours. Horn was first tried for this 
offense several months afterwards at 
Dualla and fined $225. There has been 
much criticism in Germany, especially 
by socialists in the reichstag, of this 
sentence, which was regarded as too 
light. Owing apparently to these crit- 
icisms, Chancellor Von Buelow, about 
tvo years ago, ordered a reopening of 
the case by the imperial disciplinary 
court at Berlin. The case came up for 
trial December 11, 1907. It was shown 
that the facts' brought out by tbe 
Dnalla court were as follows: 
-. 


Zedu was arrested on suspicion or 


having stolen tbe cash box of one of 
the German citizens. 
Thereupon the 


governor had Zedu's wrists and feet 
tied together and the Man tied to a 
flagstaff and it could not be shown 
that either food or water was given to 
him. The next morning Horn found 
Zedu In an exhausted condition, 'but 
left him bound still and marched away 
with his native troops. Captain Dor- 
ing who accompanied Horn, part ot 
the' way, was ordered to return to the 
station to release Zedu. Dorlng tried 
to revive the native by pouring' cold 
water on-him, but he died half an hour 
later of vexnaustlon.. 
' 


At the trial December 15.Horn as- 


serted that he was'not conscious of 
having done any wrong. Doring then 
testified that while Zedu -was howl- 
ing with pain at the flagstaff, Horn 
stood on the veranda of. the station 
house- and exclaimed: 
"What. a cal- 


lous hog."

J. L. Hopkins, the next 
witness, gave equally sensational tes- 
timony, recounting a conversation he 
had with Youtsey in. the agricultural 
building two days before Goebel was 
shot. In which Youtsey said, "I have 
sent to Cincinnati for some cartridges 
that will fix him," meaning Goebel, 
"and I will give $100 to any man who 
will fire the shot.

It Is not the price that, is worrying the 
brewers so much as it is the inability 
to obtain the grain at any price', 
rope's shortage is just as marked, 
few days ago a buyer came to 
York from a big English brewery w, 
instructions to purchase a large "quail 
tity of barley, but was forced to re- 
turn to England without having pur- 
chased a bushel. 


The shortage in the oat crop also 


strikes the brewers hard, for they era-. 
ploy great numbers of horses and feed 
for them is an important item of ei- 
pense. It is said that the oat crop 
this year is 200,000,000 bushels short 
of the 1906 crop. It is stated that the 
large proportion of the saloons In New 
York owned by the brewers will be 
closed.

Sowers Family Loses All 


Possessions — Horses 


Perish in Fire. 


David Sowers and his family, con- 


sisting of his wife and two children, 
were forced last night to flee In their 
night clothing from flames that de- 
stroyed the building at 329 Spy Run 
avenue and devoured all 
of 
their 


household possessions along with the 
grocery stock of Charles Kasbaum, 
five horses and several wagons and 
entailing a loss estimated at $4,000 to 
$5,000. 
One of the children had been to a 


Christmas entertainment and In her 
absence the family had retired. When 
she got back she aroused her father, 
who did not go to sleep again and who 
was advised of the presence of fire by 
dense volumes of smoke that entered 
his rooms, which were on the second 
floor above the grocery. He got his 
family together and got them out with 
only their night clothing, but by the 
time he had gotten back from the 
home of a neighbor, where the wife 
and children were given shelter, it 
was too late to save any of the house- 
hold furniture. His loss is $500 and 
there is no insurance. 


Sowers was employed by F. W. 


Bleke, who conducts a feed and coal 
business and who had three • horses 
In the rear portion of the building, 
where another belonging to Charles 
Pion and a fifth owned by Mr. Kas- 
baum were also stabled. ' The progress 
of the flames was so rapid that it was 
impossible to reach the animals and 
all of them were burned to death. The 
fire department responded, but had 
no water other than that from the 
•Centlivre 
brewery 
private supply. 


William -Miller, who lived next door, 
used a lawn hose with good effect and 
saved his property. 


The building was a two-story frame 


and was the property of F. C. Joly, of 
Arcola, and the origin of the flre Is 
unknown. While Sowers' loss is com- 
jaratlvely small it means much to 
lim as he has nothing but his labor 
a depend upon and his entire effects 
were destroyed and the loss of the 
horses throws him out of work. The

Progress made on the Panama canal 


since Colonel Goethals took charge of 
the work indicates that the army of- 
ficer has more In mind the completion 
of the job than the making of a com- 
plex reputation for himself as an en- 
gineer.

At all events reports show that amaz- 
ing achievements have come from his 
direction of the work and that ths 
labor problem which all other engi- 
neers and experts conceived to be the 
most baffling of the mighty project Is 
simply no problem at all. Goethals 
says he now has 30,000 men on the 
work and can get more when he need's 
:hem. From all that appears the presi- 
dent has finally found the man for the 
Job.

The anti-saloon forces In Illinois are 


preparing to submit to the voters of 
eighty counties the license question. It 
will be voted on next April. The tem- 
perance people are for the present 
passing over the large cities and the 
country and smaller centers of popula- 
tion will be tried first., It is believed 
that in most of these counties no-li- 
cense will carry and with this show 
of strength and example It Is felt that 
a good chance will tie had of carrying 
the war successfully Into the cities. 


The people of San Francisco and 


Seattlehave not been able to enlist the 
services of a Pied Piper of Hamelln, 
but they have done very well in wag- 
Ing a war on rats by methods more 
modern and scientific even if less ef- 
fectual than the means employed In 
the old Brunswick town of Hamel, as 
told in Verstegan's legend and Brown- 
Ing's poem. The marine hospital serv- 
ice In these cities has been putting 
forth heroic efforts to wipe out every 
vestige of the bubonic plague and the 
service Is succeeding by first wiping 
out the rodents. Employing five men 
continuously eight hours a day to 
spread a coating of poison on slices of 
bread for the purpose of destroying 
plague-infected rats Is what the marine 
hospital «ervlce Judolng to freeSeattlo 
from the scourge, and bread-spreading 
and rat-catching are comparatively 
small details of the great fight which 
the Pacific coast Is waging against the 
spread of the bubonic plague. When 
these five men have spread two hun- 
dred bucketuful the buckets are deliv- 
ered to rat poisoners In wagons. The 
poison Is then placed where It will do 
the most good. 
In addition to the 


work of the bread spreaders there are 
at Seattle two professional rat catch- 
ers, who work systematically with rat 
traps acd wagons. The poison is pro- 
pared by a chemist especially em- 
ployed for the purpose. Finally there 
Is a bounty of ten cents a rat paid for 
each one delivered, properly tagged, 
at the plague fighting headquarters. 
Rats aro worth more In Seattle than 
they arc In San Francisco, where only 
five cents each Is paid. There Is also 
a special Inspector whose sole duty Is 
to see that butcher shops, provision 
and fruit stores are made and kept 
rat proof. AH of this work is giving 
its results, and there have been no 
deaths in Seattle since November 1. 
Prior to that timo there had been three 
cases and three deaths. 
Down the 


coast, at San Francisco, where the 
plague first appeared, they have had 
115 bacterlologlcally confirmed cases 
and 70 deaths. 
Surgeon Blue, in 


charge of tho work, reports' that In 
San Francisco during one week 7,188 
houses were Inspected, three houses 
destroyed, 2,289 rats trapped and 371 
tound 
dead, 
sixteen 
city 
blocks 


cleaned and 115 blocks covered with 
vims.

The whole thing, as she explains It, 


Is simple. It Is as follows: The $300 
will be used to hire Faneuil hall in 
Boston on Lincoln's birthday next, 
when "The American association to 
adjust, maintain and perpetuate Amer- 
ican Institutions" will be launched. 


Every one of the 80,000,000 residents 


In the United States will be anxious to 
join and will gladly pay the Initiation 
fee of »2. This will provide the Initial 
capital of $160,000,000 and make the 
association a going concern. 


Of every $2 received $1 will be used 


to form a national campaign fund and 
the other dollar will go for the organi- 
zation expenses. 


The president of the association, 


who should naturally be Mrs. Fire- 
stone, shall receive a salary of $60,000 
a year, will serve three years and 
then will be retired on a life pension. 


Would Elect Nation's Leaders. 


vThere Is to be a board of directors 
and Mn. Firestone has already Ihos- 
en them, but without their consent, as 
they range from President Roosevelt 
and ex-President Cleveland to Miss 
Jane Addams, of Chicago. 


Mrs. Firestone's plan calls for the 


election of the president and vice pres- 
ident of the United States by the mem- 
bers- of the American association. Her 
ticket is as follows:

ed for the office of campaign manager. 


When all these details have been 


disposed of tho American association 
will buy up the trusts one after an- 
other—the whisky trust first and the 
tobacco trust second.

As oils are the nourishment required

The objection to 


them, that they make the hair greasy. 
will not exist If they are properly put 
on; that. Is to say If the hair is part- 
ed, while the tonic Is nibbed in the 
bare line with the finger tips or a 
Liny sponge. The scalp should be fed 
In this manner before massaging, and 
unless carelessly done the long hair 
will show no trace of grease. 


Animal fats are undoubtedly best 


for the scalp. Vaseline, too. Is good. 
Cocoa butter or anything containing 
wax is apt to be injurious because 
the wax Is not absorbe-1 by the glands, 
but clogs them. 


Beef marrow pomade Is one of the 


best simple scalp foods that can be 
used. 
It is made by melting and 


straining a gill of beef marrow and 
adding a teaspoonful of best sweet 
olive oil. Twenty five drops of tinc- 
ture of benzoin will help to keep It 
sweet, but it should be made always 
in small quantities. 


More stimulating Is a preparation 


of equal quantities of oil of ergot and 
mercury oletate. . This may be per- 
fumed with lavender. 


If you are fortunate enough to ob- : 


j tain a real, old-fashioned pumpkin, one 


• of the Connecticut variety that turns 
a rich orange color in the sunshine 
and frost of October,' wash, cut into 
halves, without peeling, and scrape out 
the Inner fibres that hold the goods.

wrinkle Is to make Individual pies, 
Instead of the usual family size. 


If one cannot get the real fresh
